Delays expected 
for Financial 


Aid Awards

Students who filed for financial aid and have not received their Student Aid 
Report are feeling the impact of this year’s government shut down. 

According to Financial Aid Director Linda Clemons, the central processor 
located in Illinois is behind schedule. The processors are suffering from problems 
with equipment which did not get tested because of the January federal govern- 


ment shutdown. 


The delay is slowing universities nationwide. Any grant or scholarship based 


on financial aid will be affected. 


In an average year, CSUS would have already received 4,000 processed 
applications. This year, the university has only received 500. Clemons, who has 
worked in financial aid since 1979 and as CSUS financial aid director since 1995, 
said she has never experienced anything like this. 

Students are advised not to file a duplicate application which will only cause

Dorms working on 
government systems 


According to Vice President 
Alicia Johnson, Draper’s govern- 
ment has already sent a draft of 
improvements for the housing 
application to Residential Life. 
Johnson said the council added 
more specific questions to help 
improve the matching up of room- 
mates. The council is hoping the 
recommendations will be used on 
the 1997-98 application. 

The council is pushing foracom- 
puter lab on dorm premises and an 
improved menu for the Dining Com- 
mons. 

“The problem is many officers 
are leaving. We have to do as much 
as we can before May,” Johnson 
said. 

The first year has been a period 
of laying the groundwork for the 
future. Hall governments had to 
draw up constitutions. Most have 
done the paperwork to be recog- 
nized as a club by ASI. 

In future years, the dorm govern- 
ments hope to gain more powerand 
form a Residence Hall Association.

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The Associated Students, Inc. Board 
of Directors focused on a group hous- 
ing initiative Wednesday as the full 
board met for the first time in more than 
two years. 

After presenting a video of his Feb. 20 
meeting with the City Council, ASIPresi- 
dent J.P. Werlin spoke to board members 
about off-campus group housing for 
CSUS students. 

Currently, 800 students live in the 
six campus dorms. Jenkins Hall is 
unoccupied.“‘Dorms are a sign of times 
gone by,” Werlin said. “There’s better 
opportunities off campus.” 

Brian Cooley, director of Arts and 
Sciences, said when looking at housing 
programs at other campuses, “Sac State 
is behind everybody else.” 

A Group Housing Committee was 
created in the Spring of 1994 by Werlin. 
The committee has since been dis- 
solved, because they are ready to work 
at the next level. 

Werlin hopes to get ASI involved 
with the group housing committee and 
work with the city inconducting research 


and finding proposals. He also hopes 
that more resources will be allocated to 
help pursue the initiative. 

The housing will be for any inter- 
ested CSUS organizations or clubs. 

Other business conducted at 
Wednesday’s meeting included a re- 
action against auto accidents on cam- 
pus. Werlin said he is currently work- 
ing with public safety to install speed 
monitoring units within the next two 
months. The units will display driv- 
ers’ speeds. Approval must first be 
obtained from the Sacramento Po- 
lice Department. 

The board will be looking at install- 
ing permanent tables and benches in 
the quad for utilization by clubs and 
student organizations. 

Clubs will be able to reserve the tables 
instead of checking them out and trans- 
porting them from Facilities Management. 

According to Rita Tyk, administra- 
tive assistant to the board, the new 
tables are designed to be more acces- 
sible for students with wheelchairs. 

Tyk said each table and bench com- 
bination will cost $4,000 and the ce- 
ment foundations will be $400.

further delays. Once the system is 
caught up, announcements will be sent 
with an extended deadline for the Stu- 
dent Aid Report. 

Applicants will not be penalized for 
the delay. 

Clemons said she will notify the 
campus community as soon as she 
hears from the federal processors. 

The delay will have a “rippling ef- 
fect,” Clemons said. 

Once Illinois is caught up, the records 
will simultaneously come to the financial 


aid office, which will cause a backup. 

Clemons said it is highly unlikely 
financial aid money will not be available 
by the beginning of the fall semester. 

“There would be shouts across the 
nation. If [the delay] is here, it’s every- 
where,” she said. 

During Wednesday’ s Associated Stu- 
dents, Inc. Board of Directors meeting, 
Carol Ackerson, ASI executive director, 
commended the way the financial aid 
departmentishandling thedelay.“‘They’re 
looking at a way to deal with it from a 
student perspective,” Ackerson said.

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Lay your cold to rest

Take two of these and call me in the 
moming. Yes, once again cold and flu 
season is upon us. Then again, does it 
ever go away? If you’re like me, you 
absolutely dread getting sick and do 
everything possible to avoid it: taking 
vitamins, herbal pills, eating healthy 
and avoiding those who are infected 
with the dastardly cold or flubug. 

But, you end up sick anyway and 
once again embark on the journey to 
find a good remedy. So whatis there to 
do about it? 

Unfortunately, not much. The flu 
season is generally between themonths 
of October and February, though it can 
occur at. any time. 

Colds occur more often than all 
other diseases combined. The average 
person has three colds per year, each 
lasting approximately three to 10 days. 
In addition, some colds can be fol- 
lowed by serious complications such 
as bronchitis, a sinus infection and a 
middle ear infection, among others. 

Darlene Speneer, nursing supervi- 
sor at the Student Health Center, says 
it’s especially hard forstudents toavoid 
getting colds due to the la.ge number of 
people they are aroundeveryday. Spen- 
cer suggested people get a lot of rest 
and drink a lot fluids in trying to avoid 
getting sick, which is hard for many 
students due to their school and work 


schedules. 

The development of a cold after 
exposure to a virus is determined by the 
person’s state of health and their envi- 
ronmental factors, for example, cold 
weather. Factors such as fatigue and 
stress or the presence of irritating sub- 
stances in the air, such as dust, may 
make it more likely that a cold will 
develop. The incubation period for the 
virus is usually two to three days. 

After a few days, tissues in the nose 
and throat have been weakened by the 
virus and bacteria begins to invade. 
Thiscan lead to secondary infections in 
the sinuses, middle ear, tonsils, phar- 
ynx, larynx, trachea, bronchiand lungs. 

‘The customary treatment of a cold 
includes: bed rest, drinking fruit juice 
and water, eating a simple and nutri- 
tious diet, taking aspirin, antihistamines, 
and other over-the-counter remedies. 

Even with all of the over-the- 
counter medications available, there 
has not been a clearly effective method 
of treatment forthecommoncold. Some 
drugs have proved valuable in reliev- 
ing symptoms, but none have any ef- 
fect on its duration. 

Spencerrecommended taking medi- 
cations to help relieve symptoms. She 
said they can be especially helpful at 
nightif you havea cough andare trying 
to get to sleep. 

The flu is a highly contagious dis- 
ease. It can be characterized by fever, 
aches and pains, exhaustion, and in- 


flammation of the mucousmembranes. 
Thesymptomsare often similar to those 
of the cold, and are also caused by a 
virus, although the virus belongs to a 
different family of cold viruses and the. 
two manifest themselves in highly dif- 
ferent ways. 

The incubation time ismuch shorter 
than that of the cold, two days. The 
onset is usually sudden. 

. Respiratory systems such as nasal 
discharge may be present, but usually 
are less pronounced than with the cold. 
One main characteristic of the flu is a 
fever, which typically lasts two to four 
days. 

There are three types of influenza 


. viruses: A, B, and C-each with differ- 


ent strains. A person who has recently 
recovered from an infection ofone type 
is immune to it for some time, but not 
to the others. 

Treatment of the flu consists of: bed 
rest-continuing for 24 to 48 hours after 
body temperature has gone back to 
normal, antibiotics may be used tocon- 
trol secondary bacterial infections, and 
diet should be light with a large intake 
of water and fruit juices-at least seven 
pints a day is recommended. 

Spencer recommends that students 
with a fever of over 101° or any type of 
colorful drainage come in to the Health 
Center or see theirregular doctor. Spen- 


- cer added, “Basically, just listen to the 


advice that your mother gave you and 
remember to wash your hands a lot.” 


“Dirty Dozen” and “The Great 
EKscape’”—moviemaking magic

Making a movie involves having 
an actor or group of actors follow 
some kind of sequence while it is 
filmed. Making a good movie in- 
volves quite a bit more than this. In 
fact, you might think that a good 
script, talented actors and a creative 
director would insure the making of 
a good movie.

Another factor is 
whether the actors not only suit their 
Toles, but work well with the other 
actors and roles. Good examples of this 
are Paul Newman and Robert Redford 
in “The Sting” and “Butch Cassidy and 
The Sundance Kid.” 

Another factor involved is whether 
the director gives the movie a direction 
that suits the actors and their roles? 
And itgoesonand on. Forareally good 
movie to be created, the factors that 
must “work” with everything else are 
so numerous for this to occur, it really 
does require a magic for the final result 
to be a cut above the rest. 

~ An extremely hard type of movie 
to make that superior to others of the 
same genre is the war ‘movie. It is 
extremely hard to make a “‘conven- 
tional” war movie that is even really 
distinguishable from other war mov- 
ies. However, with the help of talented 
casts and creative directors a couple of 
“conventional” war movies made in 
the sixties managed to be a cut above 
the rest.

Without the magic of 
everything “working” it would have 
just been another “bombs and noise” 
movie. 

The same holds true for the “Dirty 
Dozen.” It had everything going for it 
too. Robert Aldrich was the director, 
and it had even more stars than the 
“Great Escape.” Lee Marvin headed up 
a cast that included Ernest Borgnine, 
Jim Brown, Charles Bronson, Robert 
Ryan, Donald Sutherland, and Telly 
Savalas. But without the special 
magic that was created by everything 
working together, it could have, ac- 
tually should have, ended up being as 
boring as the other “blood and gore, 
horrors of war” flicks like “Anzio,” 
“The Guns of Navarone,” and “The 
Battle of The Bulge.” 

Butboth movies were the best “‘con- 
ventional” war movies ever made. 
Conventional meaning they were not 
surrealistic like “Apocalypse Now” or 
having a message like “Full Metal 
Jacket.” But they take the genre to a 
new level.

Superior Court judge in Atlantic 
County cut short her jury trial and 
dismissed the charges. 

A state appeals court Friday ruled 
the trial judge, Charles Previti, had 
made an error, and that Fante, now 
79, can proceed with her litigation. 

Her attorney, John D. Borbi of 
Cherry Hill, said Fante and her hus- 
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band are seeking compensation for - 


medical care and for the woman’s 
pain and suffering, but they are not 
seeking punitive damages. 

Borbi said Trump was in an 
elevator with Jackson deciding if 
it was wise to step out into the 
crowd. A mere glimpse of Jack- 
son moments earlier had triggered 
a rush of media and spectators 
toward the elevators. 

Trump decided it was alright 
to try walking through the thou- 
sands of guests with Jackson at 
his side greeting fans. “They saw 
the horde of people, yet Donald 
Trump decided, let’s make a sec- 
ond attempt,” Borbi said. “It was 
a mistake.” 

Fante was facing the throng 
and was interested only in getting 
to the video poker machines. The 
rushing crowd dragged her along, 
bashed her with their knees and 
knocked her down, causing her 
head to hit the floor, according to 
court papers. 

Borbi said Fante still suffers 
symptoms and anxiety six years 
later. 

The case had been dismissed 
because Fante’s lawyer could not 
prove casino security professionals 
had mishandled the situation. But 
the appeals court Friday reinstated 
the case and ordered a new trial, 
saying experts were not needed to 
prove that a stampede might be 
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evidence of a security foul-up. 
“We are going to have a second trial 
on the issues of security and lack of 
security, and the failure of the Trump 
organization to wam its patrons of a 
hazardous condition,’’ Borbi said. 
Borbi did lose his request to force 
Trump to take the stand, which he 
called a setback. “He is the only one 
whomade the decisions,” Borbi said. 
“He controlled the entire situation.” 
But rather than appeal that issue, 
Borbi said he will proceed to a new 
trial without Trump on the stand. 
Taj Mahal lawyer David 
Lieberman was not available late 
Friday to speak with The Associated 
Press, his office said. The firm in court

Warm up for the Winter Olympics 


It may be 1996, but for some ath- 
letes, 1998 is already in their minds. 
This is true for those on and compet- 
ing against the 1995-96 U.S. 
Snowboard FIS World Cup Team, 

‘who swept the men’s and women’s 
half-pipe and placed in the top three 
at the Giant Slalom competitions at 
Boreal Ridge and Alpine Meadows 
over the weekend. 

For the team, along with competi- 
tors from over 11 countries, it was a 
tune-up for the 1998 Winter Olym- 
pics in Japan, the first time 
snowboarding will be an official 
event. 

Prize money was also at stake, 
with a purse totaling $10,080 up for 
grabs. First place was worth $2,780, 
$1,310 for second, $600 for third, 
and $350 for fourth. 

The prize money, however, was 
not the number one reason for com- 
peting in the World Cup for some of 
the athletes. . 

“When competing, I don’t think 

, of the prize money,” said Annemarie 
Uliasz, the women’s champion in the 
half-pipe competition. 

The win was the first World Cup 
victory for the. 22-year-old Uliasz, 


who hails from Huntington Beach. 
She has been boarding for five years 
and has been in competition for about 
three and a half years. 

The winner of the men’s half-pipe 
was U.S. team member Dan Smith. 
Smith has been boarding for about 
eight years and competing for six. 

The men’s half-pipe was close. Af- 
ter the first two rounds, Smith was in 
first place, followed by Zack Horowitz 
in second and Rob Kingwell in third. 
Atthe close of the final round, Horowitz 
slipped to fourth place while Kingwell 
fell to seventh. 

Kingwell, a rookie on the team, 
appeared to be the crowd favorite. 
Nancy O’Keefe, Kingwell’s mother, 
said, “He is the cheerleader of the team.” 

On Kingwell’s first tour, he placed 
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first in the half-pipe in Calgary and 
Italy. 

For the half-pipe, Boreal purchased 
a “Pipe Dragon,” a $1.3 million snow 
plow with the ability to build perfectly 
symmetrical walls and transitions. 

“Tt was the best half-pipe built on 
the West Coast ever,” Smith said. 

Uliasz shared Smith’s appraisal, 


“With a pipe like this one, the level of 


competition will increase.” 

Uliasz’s specialty is the half-pipe. 
“T did the giant slalom for about six 
months, but decided to concentrate on 
one event. I believe it is better to be 
great at one sport than be good at two. 
It is just too hard to do two events.” 

Although some athletes feel the 
same as Uliasz, others compete in 
both events. 








Mike Jacoby, a 26-year-old from 
Hood River, Ore., placed 14th in the 
half-pipe and took second in the sla- 
lom. Overall, Jacoby ranked first, 
ahead of Austrian Peter Pechhacker, 
the winner of the Alpine Meadows 
World Cup slalom competition. 

Ursula Fingerlos of Austria took 
the women’s slalom, followed closely 
by Karin Ruby of France. Sondra 
Van Ert, 32-year-old from Ketchum, 
Ind., came in third. 

With the slalom being held at Al- 
pine Meadows, this opened the moun- 
tain to snowboarders for the first 
time ever. Alpine Meadows is a “ski- 
ers only” resort, and this caused a bit 
of controversy amongst some ath- 
letes whether or not they would com- 
pete in the slalom. 

There were rumors Jacoby 
wouldn’t compete. Jacoby said he 
considered the idea, but decided not 
to go through with it. 

But for fourth place slalom fin- 
isher Manuel Mandoza of Whitefish, 
Montana, the ’°98 Olympics are on 
his mind. “All I want is to go to the 
*98 Olympics in Japan, and the chance 
to compete against international com- 
petition,’ Mandoza said.

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Mystery of 
Saint Patrick

Wealsoknow he wrote two books, one 
entitled Confessio, written in his old age in 
reply to charges made against him by 
British ecclesiastics. The second book, 
Epistola, addressed to soldiers of some- 
one, believed to beaking named Coroticus, 
protesting their leaders’ treatment of Irish 
Christian captives. 

Aside from that, there ismuch debate 
over the actual lifeand times of Patricius. 
The only date in Patricius’s life that 
we know for certain is the year in 
which his predecessor Palladius was 
appointed as first bishop to the Irish, 
in the year 431. 

Otherwise, there is much confusion 
over the dates some historians provide 


for his life. Hence creating’ what some 


historians call the “two Patricks” or the 
“Phantom Patrick.” 

One possible solution, some histori- 
ans believe, is that Palladius may have 
gone by the name Palladius-Patricius 
while in Ireland, butagain,noone knows. 

This is Patricius’s life according to 
historian J.B. Bury, who wrote the book 
Life of St. Patrick and His Place in 
History. Patricius was born about 385 
in Britain. In the early Sth Century, he 
was taken by Irish raiders to Ireland and 
made a slave. 

He then escaped by ship and landed 
in Gaul in 407. There he was educated 






for the priesthood and made a deacon 
by a man named Amator. Patricius 
was believed to have stayed there for 
14 years under Amator’s successor, 
the well-known St. Germanus. 

At one time, Patricius’s name was 
put forward to be a missionary to Ire- 
land, butrejected because of some sin he 
committed in his youth. The deacon 
Palladius was chosen instead, but he 
failed in his mission-apparently due to 
violentopposition. Palladius left Ireland 
and died before he could reach home. 

Germanus then hastily consecrated 
Patricius, who left for Ireland in 432 
as the second missionary bishop. 
Patricius quickly evangelized the 
country with little opposition from the 
druids after he defeated them near

Patricius organized an Lee ra 
church and established its headquar- 
ters at Armagh, on a site presented to 
him by a local king named Daire. 
Patricius died in 461 in Saul, on March 
17, his feast day. 

After his death, his cult was limited 
to the districts which were the main 
centers of his apostolic work, such as 
Armagh. The growth of the Patrick 
legend was stimulated by the so-called 
“aster Controversy.” This is where it 
gets a little confusing. 

Armagh played a prominent role in 
the Easter Controversy, which was a 
fight against other monastic federa- 
tions of local usage. Over what, is not 
exactly clear. 
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The legend of Patricius also pro- 
vided a basis for the claim pushed forth 
by the abbot of Armagh as the “heir” of 
Patricius to ecclesiastical authority over 
all of the other monastic churches. In 
order to justify the claims of Armagh, 
the career of Patricius was transformed 
into a national epic. In other words, 
there is a whole lot of embellishment 
surrounding Patricius, but, since there 
are no records no one is sure what 
exactly Patricius did during his life- 
time. 

For example, many historians don’t 
believe Patricius was ever in Gaul. Others 
talk of Patricius being guided by voices to 
escape Ireland and then guided back later 
in life to evangelize.

green, and vocal cords are warming up 
to sing “When Irish Eyes are Smilin.” 
Thankfully, the upcoming Saint 
Patrick’s Day celebration isn’t just for 
people of Irish descent. Anyone who 
loves shillelaghs, beer, and Enya can 
joinin the festivities this Saint Patrick’s 
Day weekend. 

Perhaps Saint Patrick’s Day’s most 
celebrated tradition, the “wearing of 
the green,” stems from a contest pitting 
Saint Patrick’s followersagainsta group 
of Protestants. While the Protestants 
were put in a house built from green, or 
moist wood, Saint Patrick’s followers 
were put in house built of dry wood. 
Although both houses were torched, 
Saint Patrick’ s followers were miracu- 
lously unscathed by the fire. The Prot- 
estants weren’t so lucky. One version 
of the tale says that the Irish have worn 
green ever since. It is also common to 
see people wearing a shamrock, since 
the shamrock is the symbol of Ireland. 

Another popular Saint Patrick’s Day 
tradition is the Feast of St. Patrick. 
Celebrated mainly by Roman Catho- 
lics, the Anglican Communion and 
Lutherans, the feast features corned 
beef, cabbage and the drinking of beer, 
dyed with green food coloring. The 
phrase “To drown the Shamrock” was 
created because March 17 is the only 
day during Lent whenpeoplecan gorge 
themselves on food and drink. Ironi- 
cally, potatoes, not comed beef are the 
staple to the normal Irish person’ s diet. 
Corned beef is eaten only on special 
occasions. 

In the United States The Saint 
Patrick’s Day Parade is, perhaps, the 
oldest Saint Patrick’s Day tradition. 
The parade in New York city, the larg- 
est in the United States, dates back to 
1762. With up to 125,000 participants, 
the parade stops at St. Patrick’s cathe- 
dral on Fifth Avenue for a blessing

The Saint Patrick’s Day Parade is 
also a big event in Savannah, Ga. The 
city’s parade includes family groups, 
commercial floats, high school bands, 
school bands, and military bands. 
One of the cities’ first floats had 32 
women, one for each of the32 coun- 
ties of Ireland. — 

Saint Patrick’s Day celebrations in 
Ireland pale by comparison to those in 
the United States. This time of year, the 
Irish are just trying to survive the cold 
weather. As one old Irish phrase says, 
“February kills the sheep. March the 
people.” 

In Sacramento, Saint Patrick’s Day 
weekend can be celebrated in a variety 
of ways. Besides the traditional wear- 
ing of green and eating corned beefand 
cabbage, Saint Patrick’s Day enthusi- 
asts can pick from a variety of activi- 
ties. Saturday at8:00 P.M., turn on the 
radio and tune into KXPR, 90.9 FM. 
The station broadcasts the “Thistle and 
Shamrock,” a program showcasing 
Celtic tunes, predominantly Irish and 
Scottish. Hosted by Fiona Ritchie, the 
Thistle and Shamrock is a weekly pro- 
gram.
